RICH DISCOVERIES. 


Silver, Iron, Llmecttoiie nnU Marble 


lit Washington Territory. 


SEATTLE (W. T.), October 10.—There 


are people on Puget sound who have al- 
ways believed precious metals existed 
on the west slope of the Cascade moant- 
»ina. 
Developments just brought to 


light would seem to indicate that the 
belief was well grounded. 
The latest 


discoveries were made in August, but 
they are now made public for the first 
time. Two experienced eiperta were 
sent out last Spring by ft syndicate of 
this city, and they report that on August 
2Dtb, four miles northwest of the Denny 
iron mines, which are situated in the 
Shoqualmie Pass, they found a lode of 
magnetic iron, a lode of marble, lime, 
stoue and three ledges of silver. A 
party of experts were sent out and as- 
certained that the half had not been 
told. 


The ledges of silver are well defined 


and assays from S22 to $64 to the ton. 
The largest ledge is thirty feet thick, of 
brown porous quartz, and assays $64 to 
the ton. 


Governor Stevenson, of Idaho, 'das 


submitted his annual report to the Sec- 
retary of the Interior. The population 
of the Territory is 97,250; assessed val- 
uation of taxable property, $20,441,192; 
number of cattle, 442,865; sheep, 302,- 
248; hogs, 00,411; horses, 132,022. 
The 


production of gold, silver and lead 
during the year ended September 30th 
ia estimated at: 
Gold, $2,417,420; 


silver, $4,633,160; lend, $3,105,000. The 
Governor writes a strong protest against 
the proposed division of the Territory 
and annexing its parts to other States 
and Territories, and says: "All we de- 
sire is to be let alone, to preserve our 


identity us Idaho undivided and entire> 
until in our good time we come, in full 
consciousness of the justice and merit 
of onr claim, requesting admission into 
the sisterhood of States." 


Governor Waterman, M. D. Boruok 


and the State Board of Examiners and 
Treasury] officials on Tuesday counted 
the money in the California State Treas- 
ury. 
This was done at the suggestion 


of the Governor, who said the new ad- 
ministration waa entitled to a count, al- 
though no suspicion of crookedness was 
held. Every sealed package was broken 
open. 
Everything was found straight. 


Over $1,100,000 was found in the Treas- 
ury.

Trustees Monday morning the City At- 
torney and City Engineer were requested 
to prepare a form to submit at the oom- 
ing school election a proposition to 
raise by taxation an amount suffioi«ut to 
purchase the property on the north side 
of I street, from Third to Fifth, for use 
as a public market place. 
The amount 


required will be about $50,000. 


Governor Waterman returned to Sac- 


ramento Monday from Yosemit*. 
He 


did not accept the Stoneman House for 
th« reason that the hotel is not yet com- 
pleted, and will not be for fifteen days. 
The Governor says that during the ad- 
ministration of Guardian Denuisoa 400 
or 500 of the finest trees in lh« valley 
were cut down, and he states that the 
destruction is outrageous. 


For the benefit of all whom it may

He now 
owns fourteen, which netted him $75,- 
000 in the last year. Who says the 
roller-skate gathers no moss? 


BE VITAL OF TOE COMSTOCK. 


The San Francisco Call says: 
It is just a year since public attention 


was drawn to the new ore development 
in the Consolidated Virginia mine on 
the Comstook. During the eight yeara 
which bad elapsed since that mine bad 
been an active producer, so many false 
alarms have been set afloat in regard to 
the discovery of new bonanzas that 
when it was announced, in October, 
188G, 
that the new ore body, while not 


promising to repeat the marvels of the 
past, was still likely to enable the com- 
pany to declare monthly dividends of 
fifty cents a share for a long time, the 
announcement was received with incre- 
dulity, itnd the knowing ones among the 
brokers shorted the stock which their 
customers ordered them to buy, and 
failed in consequence. 
A year has now 


passed, and the cautious statements 
which emanated from the office of the 
company in October, 1886, have been 
fully confirmed. 
The mine has yielded 


since then $1,456,887 in gold and $2,- 
067,254 in silver, in all $3,524,140; the 
monthly dividends have been regularly 
paid; the ore in sight in the mine shows 
no indication of exhaustion; on the 
contrary, in the region which was bulk- 
headed in consequence of the fire, a 
body of quite high grade ore has been 
found, which, by judicious mixing, 
enables the management to exploit ore 
yielding $12 and 515 a ton, which could 
not have been mined at a profit had it 
been treated separately. 


The event ia probably the beginning 


of a new era in mining on the Comstock. 
Of the S291.1S1.205 which is said to 
have been taken out of that vein up to 
the end of 1878, the great bulk came out 
of the sixteen bonanzas, and thirty-seven 
per cent, of the whole, or $108,861,230, 
was taken out of one bonanza found in 
Consolidated California and Virginia and 
Ophir. It was known that the ectire 
contents of the great vein were mineral- 
ized; but between the endeavoring to 
work low-grade ore at a profit and hunt- 
ing for bonanzas which would make their 
owners millionaires, the miners of the 
lust decade 
naturally 
preferred 
the 


latter. 
They spent nearly forty millions 


of dollars in looking for bonanzas, few 
of which they found, when they had 
under their hand ore which, with eco- 
nomical management and careful skill 
might have been made to yield a mod- 
erate return on the investment. Failing 
to find quarries of gold' and silver ore 
running $100 to the ton, they rushed to 
the conclusion that, the vein waa ex- 
hausted, and stockholders refusing to 
pay assessments, hoisting works, mills 
and machinery were abandoned and 
allowed to fall into ruin. 


It seems possible that mining may 


now be resumed as a business enterprise 
with less view to gambling on the basis 
of bonanzas. There are immense bodies 
of low-grad« ore untouched all the \ray 
from the upper levels to the level of the 
Sutro tunnel. If this can be worked so 
that an investment of $10 iu labor and 
machinery shall result in the product of 
$12 of bullion, it is as good a business 
as any one need want. It may not lead 
to wild speculation in stocks, but this 
will be no loss. The mining stock ex- 
changes do not enjoy a large measure 
of public favor. 
They are the reaort of 


impecunious sharps, who want to live 
without working, and who spend their 
lives in betting on the price of this stock 
and that stock, as gamblers bet on the 
turn up of a card. Their existence oasts 
discredit on an honest industry. 
It 


won Id be all the better if they could be 
wiped out ot existence, and their fre- 
quentsrs set to work at some respecta- 
ble calling. 
But they are neither here 


nor there in a consideration of the fu- 
ture of the Comstook vein. 


There seems to be a boom in railroad 


accidents in the East. Notwithstanding 
the large number of trains that pass 
over the Southern Pacific comparatively 
few accident have occurred. 


Terrible Railroad Accident. 


A terrible accident occurred on the 


Chicago & Atlantic railway early Tues- 
day morning near Kout, Ind., in which 
first reports stated that thirty people 
were killed and many injured. 
A fast 


freight ran into the end of a passenger 
train, telescoping two coaches. 
So far 


fourteen bodies have been taken from 
the wreck, a docter from Hnntington 
being the only passenger identified. The 
rest are burnt beyond recognition; 
twenty-five or thirty are wounded. The 
engineer and fireman on the stock train 
were wounded and are not expected to 
live.

Dr. Tyrrell, of Sacramento, Secretary 


of the California State Board of Health, 
gives the following most excellent ad- 
vice: 


We regret to gay that cholera has 


been imported, npon the steamer Alesin, 
into New York, and, although tho 
chances of its spreading have been ma- 
terially lessened by the precautions 
taken by the health officers, we fear the 
future. 
When we recollect that a single 


article of clothing, infected with the 
cholera germs, may be laid away for 
months, and then, on exposure, develop 
the pestilence, we are not satisfied with 
the fumigation process instituted in 
this case as thoroughly reliable and ef- 
feotnally germicidal. We believe that 
all the clothing on the Alesia should 
should have been burnt, and, for that 
matter, we believe it would have been 
cheaper for New York to have burned 
ship, cargo and all, rather than ona 
cholera germ should survive to start an 
•pidemio. We must not trust to chance 
in this matter, but anticipate the worst, 
and endeavor to avert its consequances 
by sounding the alarm now, and insist- 
ing upon our cities, town and villages 
giving to their inhabitants the three 
great essentials of a healthy life, viz: 
Pure water, pure air and pure soil. In 
order to do this, all sources of contam- 
ination ought to be romoved; all privy 
and cesspool abominations should be 
deodorized, disinfected and carried away 
where they may be rendered harmless 
by mixing with dry earth, and then using 
as fertilizers. No town can afford to in- 
vite cholera where it can ba avoided by 
perfect cleanliness and combined sani- 
tary effort. 
Every town should now or- 


ganize a local Board of Health, appoint 
an active, wide-awake Health Officer, 
and give him united support in doing 
his duty. There is no longer any doubt 
•whatevsr that cholera can be deprived 
of its power of extension by sanitary 
effort, as without food it cannot live. 
Its food is filth, decaying organic matter 
and soil contamination. 
Any commun- 


ity that refuses or neglects to vise the 
means requisite to put and keep its sur- 
roundiugs in good wholesome condition, 
deserves the fate that will most assuredly 
befall it if epidemic disease makes its 
appearance in its midst. 


SPIDER WEBS AS BAEOMETBBS.—One 


of the simplest and at the same time 
one of the most effective barometers is a 
spider's \veb. When there is a prospect 
of rain or wind the spider shortens the 
filaments from which its web is sus- 
pended and leaves things in this state ns 
long as the weather ia variable. If the 
insect elongates its threads it is a sign 
of fine, calm weather, the duration of 
which uiny be judged of hy the length 
to which the threads are let out. If the 
spider remains inactive, it is a sign of 
rain, but if, on the contrary, it keeps at 
work during a rain, the latter will not 
last long, and will be followed by fine 
weather. 
Other 
observations 
have 


taught that the spider makes changes in 
its web every twenty-four hours, and 
if such changes are made in the evening, 
just before sunset, the uight will be 
clear aud beautiful.

- METALLTTRGY. — An item is 


going the rounds of the press, says the 
Enterprise, to the effect that Edison, tb« 
wizard, is coming to California for the 
purposo of conducting experiments in 
electro-mo tallurgy. Two years ago Dr. 
J. H. Rae recovered gold from the sands 
on the beach below the Cliff House, and 
is now building a small electric plant to 
test it practically for its commercial 
value. Many of Dr. Rae's electrical ex- 
periments and patents for obtaining the 
precious metals by electricity date back 
to 1867, when the first patent for ulectro- 
metallurgy was issued to him. 


A NEVER-DYING PLANT. — Over 
300 


years ago some Jesuits planted alfalfa 
on some barren, sandy islands in the 
South Seas, and that alfalfa is growing 
yet. Near the city of Pueblo, alfalfa is 
Blill flourishing that was planted in the 
days of Cortez the invader. In Mexico 
are numbers of alfalfa fields over 200 
yeaia old that have never been re- 
planted. 
Alfalfa, when once rooted, is 


a never-dying plant. 


ALFALFA. — Commissioner Thies, 


of Lovslock. says ranchers ore busy 
harvesting the third crop of alfalfa for 
this season. This crop on hia ranch is 
about three feet tall, but not so heavy 
as the first crop. , The first crop waa cut 
in the latter part of June, the second 
early in August, and he started mowing 
the third crop on the 22d of September, 
The three crops on Tain ranch average 
over six tons to the acre.

THE JtAILROAIK 


Tiro Daily Trains to Oifileu and 


Council Bluffs—Heavy 1'assengcr 
Travel Delays tlje Mails. 


The Bulletin says General Superin- 


tendent Fillmore of the Southern Pa- 
cific has gone to Odgen on a business 
trip, accompanied by W. G. Curtis, Su- 
perintendent of Track. 
The visit of 


these officials has reference to the prop- 
osition to run two trains daily from Og- 
den to the Bay, in order to accommo- 
date the large and fast-increasing West 
bound travel. 
Ths Southern Pacific 


people have been in correspondence for 
some tima with Vice President and Gen- 
eral Manager Pottor, of the Union Pa- 
cific in regard to this matter, and the 
plan, B3 now formulated, which, it is 
bought, will be adopted, is to run two 
overland trains daily through to San 
Francisco from Omaha to Council Bluffs. 
The Union Pacific now has two trains 
"tally each way over tho line between 
Jalesburg, whence the brauch runs to 
Denver and Omaha. 
This is over one- 


third the distance between Omaha and 
Ogden, (1,032 mileB) so the only change 
in the arrangement would be to provide 
connecting trains from Julesbm-g to Og- 
den whenea they would run on direct to 
this city. 
Mr. Potter is expected to 


come here aoon and personally arrange 
tor the change. By November 1st the 
plan will doubtless be in effect. 
The 


demands of travel compel such an ar- 
rangement. 
On Friday last there were 


ighteen passenger coachts on the over- 
laud that oame in two sections from Og- 
dau and Saturday there were tsveuty- 
threo coaches on the double overland. 
The trains daily now range between fif- 
teen and twenty-four conches, and this 
is only on one of tho four thiough lines 
that are daily carrying the population of 
the East to this Western Coast. Of 
twenty-three cars Saturday ten were 
destined for Los Angelas aud went di- 
rect to that point by way of Sacramento 
and Lathrop. 


The large west-bound travel is imped- 


ing the trains to such an extent that 
complaints regarding mails are made. 
Tuesday the Central overland mail was 
six hours nnd the Southern five hours 
late. 
Superinteudeiut Wilder expluins 


the delay as follows: "The west-bound 
passenger traffic between Omaha and 
Ogden is so heavy that the train is often 
divided into two sections. The Cential 
Pacific waits at Ogden to make connec- 
tion [with the second section, which is 
often from one to six hours late. This 
delay causes tho Central Pacific train 
to lose its right of way, and it becomes 
what is termed a 'wild train.' It then 
has to run by telegraphic instructions, 
and often loses time by waiting on 
switches for other trains. There huvo 
been soverjtl large washouts on the 
Southern Pacific, and a temporary track 
has been built arouud them. The train 
has to 'walk' over this temporary road, 
thereby losing considerable time. Fur- 
thermore, the eastern connection of the 
Southern Pacific nt Deming are often 
late on account of heavy travel. 
The 


west-bound travel ia now heavier than 
ever known at this season of the year. 
The railroad company is building loco- 
motives aud cars at its Sacramento 
works as fast as possible, but they can- 
not catch up to the needs of the road."

Snowsheds to cover the railway track 


have beeu built at poiuts on the Central 
Pacific road where it crosses tho Sierras. 
As the trains bound East leave Emi- 
grant Gap they run through one contin- 
n >us shed for thrirty-five miles. 
The 


purpose of the sheds is to prevent the 
track being buried under falling and 
drifting snow. They secure this end. 
but are themselves the occasion of great 
inconvenience, such as the noise, the 
loss of view, and the confining of the 
smoke to tha train. There is nothing 
peculiar in the construction of these 
sheds, which have to support only the 
burden of the snow. But on the line of 
the Canadian Pacific, where the road 
crosses the Rocky Mountains, sheds of 
a different construction are needed. 
Before the road was completed observa- 
tions in the mountains showed th it av- 
alanches must be provided against. A 
single avalanche covered the track for 
a distance of 1,300 feet »n<3 to tbe depth 
of fifty feet. The result of these obser- 
vations was that the company built four 
and a half miles of snow shed at an 
enormous expense. 
The sheds 
are 


constructed as follows: On the high 
side of the mountain slope a crib filled 
with stones is constructed. Along the 
entire length of the shed and on ttae op- 
posite side of the track a timber trestle 
is erected, strong limber beams ate laid 
from the top of the crib work to tha top 
of the trestle four feet apart and at an 
angle representing the slope of tbe 
mountain an nearly es possible. These 
are covered over with four-inch plank- 
ing and the beams are braced ou either 
side from the trestle and from the crib. 
The covering is placed at such a height 
as to give twenty-one feet headway from 
the under side of the beam to the center 
of the track. 
The longest of these 


sheds is 3,700 feet.
